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Calls for emergency action 
as town’s infrastructure fails 


CALLS were made for Lyme Regis 
Town Council to take “emergency ac¬ 
tion” as the town’s infrastructure strug¬ 
gled to cope with the number of visitors 
over the Bank Holiday weekend. 

Hoards of holidaymakers arrived in the resort 
for the start of half term and the annual Lyme 
Regis Jazz & Blues Festival to find the park and 
rides closed, no functioning free cash points and 
the women’s toilets shut down on Marine Pa¬ 
rade. 

There were also problems with the new beach 
showers as the on/off buttons became jammed. 

Residents took to social media to criticise the 
problems, with one saying there might as well 
have been ‘Lyme Closed’ signs on the entrances 
of the town. Others expressed concerns for the 
effect the problems would have on local traders 
- particularly the lack of cash points - describing 
the situation as “a mess” and calling for the 
town council to take emergency action. 

Lloyds Bank closed earlier this month leaving 
the town with just one free ATM outside Tesco 
Express, but this was out of order for part of the 
Bank Holiday weekend. 

Although cash points are not the responsibil¬ 
ity of the town council, many residents have 
turned to the authority to provide a solution and 
town councillor Jeff Scowen called for the coun¬ 
cil to “get our act together on this one”. 

Deputy town clerk Mark Green commented: 
“It is unacceptable there were no working cash 
points in the town over the Bank Holiday week¬ 
end and understandably this has caused a lot of 
frustration and inconvenience for residents, vis¬ 
itors and businesses. 

“Although it is not the responsibility of local 
authorities to provide cash machines, the coun¬ 
cil realises this is a major concern in the town 
and would like to help find a solution.” 

Residents and businesses are currently being 
encouraged to use banking services available at 
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the post office, which is also offering free cash 
withdrawals. There is also a cash point in the 
Amusement Arcade on Marine Parade, but this 
charges for transactions. 

The female public toilets on Marine Parade, 
which are operated by Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil, were closed over the weekend and currently 
remain closed. 

Mr Green commented: “Some problems arose 
with the ladies toilets on Marine Parade on 
Thursday and temporary measures were put in 
place to keep half of the cubicles open over the 
Bank Holiday weekend and half term week. 
However, this proved to be unsuccessful and the 
council had no choice but to close the ladies toi¬ 
lets over the weekend. 

“The toilets remain closed while officers inves¬ 
tigate the possibility of further temporary mea¬ 


sures, including the short-term provision of 
good quality mobile toilets. It is likely a more 
comprehensive solution will be required to re¬ 
solve the issues permanently and members will 
be considering this issue at a committee meet¬ 
ing in the near future.” 

The toilets at the Woodmead Halls have been 
opened to the public for half term to help allevi¬ 
ate the issue. 

The park and rides have also not yet opened 
this year. The town council is currently await¬ 
ing the outcome of a planning application to 
continue using the Sidmouth Road site as a park 
and ride, to be decided by East Devon District 
Council, as the land lies just across the county 
border, but the application has received several 
objections, including from Uplyme Parish Coun¬ 
cil and the district councillor for Uplyme. The 
council also does not have a bus operator for the 
service, as the previous operator ceased trading 
in December.

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Mr Green said: “The council has applied for 
planning permission to continue the operation 
of a park and ride from Sidmouth Road but the 
application is as yet undetermined by East 
Devon District Council. Until that permission 
is hopefully given, the council cannot operate a 
park and ride. 

“Furthermore, the previous bus operator has 
gone out of business and although officers have 
had discussions with several local bus compa¬ 
nies, a new operator cannot be put in place until 
the park and ride is permitted to operate from 
Sidmouth Road. 

“Charmouth Road park and ride operates dur¬ 
ing the six weeks of the summer holidays and 
the planning permission restricts use to this pe¬ 
riod, only.”

Fraud alert 


DORSET Police is alerting residents to new 
and emerging fraud trends affecting the 
county. 

Every month, Dorset Police will be updating 
the new 'Fraud Alert' page on the force web¬ 
site, with emerging fraud trends that are af¬ 
fecting the residents of Dorset. 

Fraud often affects the most vulnerable in 
the community, but anyone can become a tar¬ 
get. Fraudsters do not just target individuals, 
they target businesses too. 

Detective Sergeant Andrew Kennard from 
the Economic Crime Unit, said: "People often 
feel embarrassed about being a victim of 
fraud, but there is no reason to be. It can hap¬ 
pen to anyone and it is important you tell us. 

"Reporting fraud helps us to understand the 
new trends and techniques being used by 
criminals and gives us the opportunity to warn 
others before they become victims." 

The UK has a centralised fraud reporting 
centre called Action Fraud. 

They record all incidents, refer cases to the 
police for investigation and provide specialist 
support and advice. 

The Fraud Profile for Dorset shows that 2,406 
crimes were reported between April and 
September 2016. 

The total victim loss was £4.6 million and the 
most commonly targeted victims were aged 
between 60 and 79. 

Detective Sergeant Andrew Kennard contin¬ 
ued: "It's easy to be caught out. Fraudsters are 
clever and know how to gain your trust. 

"Make sure you don't give out any personal 
information to anyone unless you have con¬ 
firmed who it is you are speaking to. 

"Remember: you will never be asked for your 
personal banking details, such as passwords 
and PIN numbers. 

"If you are, hang up and contact the organi¬ 
sation/ company back by using a number you 
know, such as one from your latest bill, in the 
telephone book or from their official website. 

"If you receive a suspicious phone call, hang 
up immediately, dial 1471 and note the number 
that called you, then contact Action Fraud on 
0300 123 2040, or online at actionfraud.po¬ 
lice.uk 

"Action Fraud will alert Dorset Police."

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Town councillors criticise district for lack 
of appetite’ to negotiate transfer of assets 


LYME Regis councillors have expressed their dis¬ 
appointment in West Dorset District Council, 
which has delayed negotiations over the transfer 
of assets and services to the town. 

The town council has been in discussion with 
West Dorset for some months regarding the pos¬ 
sible transfer of assets and services. The negotia¬ 
tions have been kept private, but it is thought 
they have included the possibility of the district 
council handing over responsibility for its public 
toilets, Tourist Information Centre and car park¬ 
ing to the town council. 

However, West Dorset has now delayed further 
discussions until it has “more clarity” on the pro¬ 
posed local government reorganisation in Dorset, 
which will see the district council scrapped and 
two unitary authorities established for the whole 
county. 

Responding to the town council’s latest pro¬ 
posal, a statement from West Dorset said: “We 
have undertaken detailed considerations and dis¬ 
cussions towards the recent propositions put for¬ 
ward by the town council, and liaised with our 
portfolio holder for assets. 

“With the local government reorganisation pro¬ 
posals being considered for Dorset, it is felt that 
the option of considering assets and services once 
we have more clarity over the unitary authority 
position would be an appropriate way forward. 

“It is disappointing that we have not been able 
to agree a mutual way forward at this time. We 
would suggest that discussions should resume 
during the latter part of this year when both par¬ 
ties will be in a more informed position.” 

Speaking at last week’s full town council meet¬ 
ing, Councillor Stephen Miller commented: “I’d 
like to express my considerable disappointment 
on the message that has been sent back from West 
Dorset District Council on the transfer of assets 
and services. It’s shown singular lack of appetite 
by them to negotiate effectively on this matter for 
an extremely long period of time. 

“This council is not operating out of the box on

this; many district councils across the country 
are actively looking at passing down assets and 
services to smaller parish and town councils to 
control and fund on an ongoing basis and what we 
proposed did seem to stand up for this town and 
on a financially sound basis. 

“Also, what it does do, unfortunately, is bring 
back the thorny issue of the town’s public toilets. 
We have put off making a decision on the toilets 
on the basis that we were in discussion with West 
Dorset on this matter. With them pushing it back 
to the start of the unitary authority, it will be at 
least two years before we can make any headway 
on this and therefore we need to reassess what we 
do with out own toilet provision in this town.” 

The Mayor, Councillor Michaela Ellis, added: 
“And the town clerk has also spent an awful lot of 
his time trying to get this sorted.” 

Councillor Brian Larcombe commented: “I’m 
not at all surprised actually that we are where we 
are with this, given the situation with the new 
unitary authority. It’s hard to imagine how the 
exiting authority would commit anything to asset 
transfer while the new one was in the process of 
being formed, so I’m not a bit surprised. 

“When the discussions resume with the new au¬ 
thority, I would like to suggest that we form a 
small negotiations team because currently we 
have seen a situation over the last 12 months 
when, no disrespect to John [town clerk], but it’s 
been officer to officer discussions and I believe, 
when we do get there, it will have to include coun¬ 
cillors.” 

Councillor Owen Lovell, who was party to the 
negotiations during his term as mayor, argued: 
“That’s absolutely untrue, I’ve been involved in 
most of the negotiations. West Dorset haven’t 
moved, that’s the problem. There’s been nothing 
to negotiate because until they put forward some 


Responsibilities of council’s new 
lengthsman position questioned 


A DECISION on which vehicle to buy for Lyme Regis' 
new lengthsman descended into a drawn out de¬ 
bate over the role of the job and the town council's 
outside staff. 

Although the town council has already agreed to 
employ a lengthsman and is currently advertising 
the job - which would entail carrying out minor re¬ 
pairs to local roads and tasks such as verge cutting 
- some members questioned the role at a recent full 
council meeting, with one describing it as a "dread¬ 
ful idea". 

Councillors were supposed to discuss how much 
to spend on a vehicle for the new employee, but the 
debate centred more on why the council was paying 
for a lengthsman and what they would be doing. 

Councillor Derek Hallett commented: "I think it's a 
dreadful idea,- the Lyme Regis ratepayers once again 
having to pay twice. We pay for the county council 
to do the work, now it's being dumped on us, and I 
don't even think we need a new employee, we could 
cope with our own staff." 

Councillor Stan Williams: "I think we need to know 
a great deal more. I don't really understand exactly 
what the job is going to be and I don't know whether 
we need another vehicle. 

"I see council vehicles running around all day now, 
with never less than two people in them. We don't 
do time sheets so how do we know what's going on, 
and how much time they spend doing things? 

"I would like to see much more detail, how this job 
is going to pan out, what they're going to be doing 
and therefore what vehicle is suitable. Do we really 
need another vehicle? We used to manage with two, 
now there's more and more every time I look 
around." 

Town clerk John Wright said that there had already 
been much discussion on the role of the lengths¬ 
man and they would be carrying out tasks relating 
to potholes, verges and kerbstones. 

Councillor Brian Larcombe said he had also asked 
for "a little more substance in the job description so 
we can have a clue of the range of things we want 
them to do". 

He added: "There's a general vagueness about 
lengthsmen wherever you look and I think it will de¬ 
velop into a role." 

Councillor Hallett said: "It's interesting to hear that 
we're going to be doing kerbstones and filling in 


potholes. It doesn't belong to us! The roads don't 
belong to us. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, interrupted 
saying that they would belong to the town council 
in future. 

Referring to the plans to create two unitary author¬ 
ities in Dorset, Councillor Hallett continued: "What 
do you mean it will do? It's at least two years down 
the road until Dorset County Council might go in 
with West Dorset. We could be sued for damaging 
other people's property." 

The town clerk said that the town council had 
been given a series of options from Dorset County 
Council as a result of the current financial situation 
and reduction of government grants. 

He commented: "The report said very clearly that 
there were some things which would not get done 
very much, and might not get done at all in future, 
such as potholes. This council decided to pursue its 
own options of employing its own person to take on 
some of these issues. If nobody steps in and deals 
with these issues, they will be left unattended." 

Mr Wright said that he had been in talks with 
Dorset County Council about how the two authori¬ 
ties were going to work together and was about to 
enter an agency agreement. 

Councillor Lovell said that he would like to see the 
new lengthsman use a time sheet so the council 
could keep track of how much work was being 
done, especially as it had been agreed that the 
lengthsman may be loaned to neighbouring 
parishes. 

The mayor added that he also "hated to see" two 
council staff driving around in vehicles together. 

"It doesn't do us any good as a local authority with 
people saying 'I saw two people up here, I saw two 
people down there' and I really feel we should ad¬ 
dress that with time sheets," he said. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis called for members to 
stick to the items on the agenda, commenting: "We 
need to stop the debate about the lengthsman's job, 
it's been decided, let's pack it away and deal with 
what we're here to deal with. This is why meetings 
take so long because we're going back over every¬ 
thing again." 

After a 20-minute debate, it was agreed to buy a 
vehicle that officers deemed most suitable for the 
lengthsman, with a budget of £10,000. 


proper offers, sensible offers, we weren’t going to 
move and commit this council to a lot of expendi¬ 
ture with no upside for this council in improved 
toilets, for instance. 

“John [town clerk] has in the main kept me in 
the loop and, in the main, I’ve been at most of the 
meting he’s had so don’t say the town clerk hasn’t 
involved anyone. I had criticism at one point be¬ 
cause someone wanted to volunteer but I didn’t 
see any sense in dragging in another member 
when we had nothing to negotiate with West 
Dorset. 

“As soon as we’ve had anything from them, 
you’ve had what we’ve had. You refused the first 
offer, quite sensibly, and put forward a counter¬ 
offer and that’s where we’ve sat. 

“You’ve got 300-odd members up there, most of 
them are more interested in what’s going to hap¬ 
pen to them rather than what’s going to the assets 
and services, and that’s where we sit, and I sus¬ 
pect they’ll only be willing and keen to unload 
what they don’t want, which will cost us money.” 

Town clerk John Wright added: “Things have 
begun to move on and it has been apparent for the 
last six months or so that events began to over¬ 
take any discussions on assets and transfers. 

“Councillor Lovell and I have been involved in 
some meetings at a political level with the leader 
of West Dorset, and other large town councils in 
West Dorset, beginning to talk about how things 
might look under a unitary authority and when 
it’s formed how we might want to influence 
events there.” 

Councillor Larcombe commented: “I wasn’t 
aware that there had been a lot of other people in¬ 
volved in it because one or two of my colleagues 
here have asked questions about it in the past and 
we haven’t had a lot of answers.” 

Councillor Jeff Scowen suggested improving 
public toilet facilities in the town while they 
waited for negotiations to continue, commenting: 
“Given the delays, can we get on and do some¬ 
thing with the toilets? Can we do something out 


of our budget, pay for others to help West Dorset 
and have lovely toilets? We really can’t make any 
more excuses. We know that the residents and 
visitors don’t want to know whose toilets they 
are. We can get on and do it now, as we have years 
to late.” 

However, Councillor Ellis said they could not do 
anything with public toilets that belonged to West 
Dorset, adding: “The only thing we can do is en¬ 
sure our toilets are right and serviced, and put in 
place extra cleans during the summer months.” 

The town council owns the public toilets on Ma¬ 
rine Parade (next to the Amusement Arcade) and 
in the Anning Road playing field. All other public 
toilets in the town are currently owned by West 
Dorset District Council.

PLANNING permission has been granted to 
build a single-storey dwelling in the grounds of 
the former Harbour Heights Hotel in Lyme 
Regis, which overlooks the seafront. 

The proposed single-storey dwelling will be 
built on the lower tier of the garden of Harbour 
Heights, off Cobb Road, now divided into private 
flats, and will comprise an open plan sitting 
room, kitchen and dining room, three double 
bedrooms, a study, utility room and family bath¬ 
room. It will be finished with natural hardwood 
cladding under a flat sedum roof. 

The application said the dwelling would be set 
at a “considerably lower level than the host 
dwelling and under a flat sedum roof to preserve 
the amenity of Harbour Heights and the flat 
above”. 

However, the application attracted several ob¬ 
jections from neighbouring residents, with con¬ 
cerns over the effect of the development on land 
stability; possible overdevelopment within an 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty and a con¬ 
servation area; increased traffic on Cobb Road 
and the effect on the view from the Cobb and 
seafront. 

Lyme Regis Town Council also recommended 


refusal of the applicatio on the following grounds 
that the use of a soakaway, as indicated on the 
plans was “completely unacceptable with this 
sensitive location”; that there was no suitable 
provision for the storage and collection of waste; 
and there were concerns over the potential for 
an “accumulation of ground water impacting ad¬ 
versely on the integrity of historic ground stabil¬ 
isation works”. 

The land stability report submitted with the 
application said the proposals “do not physically 
conflict with the existing stabilisation works” 
and that they were acceptable as long as the the 
proposed contiguous piled support system was 
used for support of the excavation, and that ap¬ 
propriate measures were taken to ensure the ex¬ 
isting land drainage in the area is not 
compromised. 

West Dorset District Council approved the 
plans, with the planning officer commenting: 
“The site is a brownfield site within the develop¬ 
ment boundary in a sustainable location and the 
contribution to the five year housing land supply 
that this development would provide is wel¬ 
comed.” 


Daryl Turner resigns from town council 


DARYL Turner has resigned from Lyme Regis 
Town Council with immediate effect. 

Councillor Turner, who also serves on Dorset 
County Council and West Dorset District Council, 
made the announcement at tonight's full council 
meeting - the first to be chaired by the new 
Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Michaela Ellis. 

He said that following his re-election to Dorset 
County Council earlier this month, he had been 
given a Cabinet position (Natural and Built Envi¬ 
ronment) which had resulted in "numerous con¬ 
flicts of interests" and a heavier work load, and 
he felt it was in the best interests of the town for 
him to stand down. 

He will continue to serve on both the county 


and district councils. 

Councillor Ellis thanked Councillor Turner for 
his time served on the town council, adding: "I 
understand the reasons for your decision. Con¬ 
gratulations on your Cabinet appointment and 
I'm sure you will have Lyme Regis in your heart." 

Councillor Turner stood down with immediate 
effect, creating a vacancy on the town council 
which will either be filled by by-election or co¬ 
option. 

If by June 15th a request for a by-election is 
made in writing to the returning officer by 10 or 
more Lyme Regis electors, an election will be 
held no later than August 18th.

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Plans for driving range landfill spark objections 


OBJECTORS to a proposed landfill site 
in Lyme Regis have re-launched their 
campaign as a second planning applica¬ 
tion has been submitted. 

Members of the Stop Lyme Landfill cam¬ 
paign group are objecting to an application to 
create a landfill at land owned by Lyme Regis 
Golf Club on the A3052 Charmouth Road. 

An application to create a landfill site with 
inert material to facilitate improvements to 
golf club’s driving range and practice area 
was first made in 2013 but, despite receiving 
planning permission from Dorset County 
Council, the plans have not yet been imple¬ 
mented. 

A second application, requesting permis¬ 
sion for amendments to the original plans, 
has now been submitted. The amendments in¬ 
clude a reduction in the area of the driving 
range for reprofiling from 5.5 hectares to four; 
a decrease in the amount if imported material 
to be used for the reprofiling from approxi¬ 
mately 100,000 tonnes to 72,000; a decrease in 
height of the proposed finished reprofiled 
area from a maximum of 2.5 metres to a max¬ 
imum of two metres; an increase in vehicle 
deliveries from a maximum of 10 to 30 per 
working day and an increase in annual im¬ 
ported material from a maximum 10,000 
tonnes to 30,000 tonnes per annum to enable 
the development to be completed sooner. 

The reprofiling operations would also be 
carried out in three separate and consecutive 
phases, working from north to south across 
the driving range, rather than in six individ¬ 
ual cells, each phase being restored and re¬ 
seeded as soon as possible for re-use as a 
playing surface before the next phase is 
started. 

Members of the Stop Lyme Landfill cam¬ 
paign group, many of whom live across the 
valley in Uplyme with a view of the site, said

they were “amazed” that the possibility of a 
landfill continues to be an issue having bat¬ 
tled against the previous application, and said 
“it should not have got this far”. 

They have listed their objections to the ap¬ 
plication as follows: 

“Noise - because the field where this waste 
disposal will take place slopes down into a 
natural bowl, sound carries very clearly, 
driven by breezes from the coast. Residents of 
Harcombe, Rhode Hill, and this end of Uplyme 
are already regularly aware of speeding 
trucks and motor bikes as they power along 
the A3052 in or out of Lyme Regis. The stream 
of heavy lorries potentially visiting this site 
will cause unprecedented noise levels, and ob¬ 
viously the site will need at least one bull¬ 
dozer in operation most of the time to spread 
out the waste. The warning ‘reversing bleep¬ 
ers’ alone will significantly impact all who 
live nearby. 

“Traffic - traffic in this area already reaches 
congestion levels on the A35 during peak pe¬ 
riods and holiday times. Traffic into and out 
of Lyme Regis can become untenable. While 
we note that the lorries visiting this site are 
supposed to route via the Charmouth round¬ 
about, we have no faith that there will be ade¬ 
quate policing of this stipulation. Lorry 
drivers unfamiliar with this area regularly 
cause total lock-up by choosing the wrong 
route, and this scheme promises up to 30 lor¬ 
ries per day. 

“Dust/mud - this scale of delivery of mate¬ 
rial and waste will undoubtedly result in mud 
trails being left on the A3052, possibly sub¬ 
stantially. Who will be policing the cleaning 
operation throughout this whole period? This 
is the main route into and out of Lyme Regis 
on the east side - the potential for disruption 


and even dangerous conditions is substantial. 
On the flip-side, when the weather is warm 
and dry, we can only imagine the scale of the 
dust that will be generated - dust that will 
blow directly across the valley over nearby 
residents. It should be noted that a number of 
new houses are being built within spitting 
distance of this site. I’m sure those residents 
will be thrilled. 

“Land slippage - it has been assessed that in 
order for this scheme to achieve its stated 
aims: ‘to level up the playing surface of this 
driving range’ - parts of the bottom edge of 
the field in question may well be raised 20 to 
30 feet. This is a very large quantity of mate¬ 
rial on a significantly steep slope. Since there 
was a well-known major land slip in the field 
literally next door to this some years back, it 
seems entirely justified to have deep concerns 
about the safety of this scheme - especially 
for those living underneath it. 

“Run-off - despite all claims that the mate¬ 
rial being dumped here will be inert and com¬ 
pletely harmless, there are plenty of 
precedents that can be found to show similar 
dumping schemes can let their standards 
slide. Before anyone has noticed unwelcome 
material is being included and the resulting 
run-off after rain, affects the grazing nearby, 
and the stream which is exactly beneath this 
site. Who will be policing this aspect? 

“Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty - it 
hardly needs stating that this area is univer¬ 
sally noted for its peace and beauty. We only 
have to witness the huge numbers of people 
who travel from far and wide to visit the 
charming town of Lyme Regis and the coast 
around it, at all times of the year. Does it 
seem in any way sensible to carve up a large 
field right next to one of the main arteries to 
this stretch of coast, and have an unending 
stream of huge, noisy lorries dumping waste 
into it for years?” 


Uplyme Parish Council has also objected to 
the plans following an extraordinary meeting 
of its planning committee was held to discuss 
the application, and several members of the 
public have also submitted objections. 

The application is expected to be considered 
by Dorset County Council’s Regulatory Com¬ 
mittee in June or July.

OLIVER LETWIN 

Conservatives 

AS WELL as helping many hundreds of individual 
constituents to resolve particular problems with 
bureaucracies, he has been involved in a huge 
number of local issues and causes over the years 
and has worked to promote local voluntary groups 
and local businesses around the constituency. 

He has been married to Isobel, the legal director 
of the Ministry of Defence, for over 30 years; they 
have two grown-up children and their con¬ 
stituency home is in Synderford, just outside 
Thorncombe, where Isobel has created a beautiful 
garden.

Lyme golfer becomes England’s 
longest-playing club member at 97 


GOLFER Lindley Baker has taken the record as England’s 
longest-playing golf club member after scoring an 80-year mem¬ 
bership at Lyme Regis Golf Club, where he still plays at least 
once a week at the age of 97. 

It is estimated that during his record time playing at the cliff- 
top course, Lindley has hit a ball more than 330,000 times - and 
he has twice scored a hole in one. 

When he joined the Lyme club in 1937 the subscription fee was 
three guineas (£3.15), the equivalent of £197 today. 

Lindley (pictured), who had left school and was working in the 
family hairdressing business in Lyme Regis, was welcomed, 
along with his younger brother Ron, as teenage players as the 
club wanted to boost its membership of young players. 

“At that time you could only become an adult member if you 
were 21 and you could only become a junior member if someone 
in your family was a full member,” he said. 

“But the club secretary of the time, Stephen Pocock, said he 
could stretch a point, so he put me in as a full member and Ron, 
who was two years younger, joined as my junior. 

“Very few of the members back then were what you would call 
tradesmen, hairdressers like us, they were mainly middle class, 
many retired and a good sprinkling of ex-officers in the mili¬ 
tary. 

“We were much younger than anyone else in the club, but the 
other members were very tolerant of us beginners. We had no 
car in those days so Ron and I would either catch the bus to the 
course or more usually walk up. As we became more recognised 
at the club, occasionally one of the older members would stop 
and give us a lift.” 

Although walking steeply uphill from the town centre to the 
club would try the legs of even teenagers, at least Lindley was 
not weighed down with a full set of clubs, as he started playing 
with only three. 

“I had a number two wood, a Brassie as it used to be called, a 
putter and a three iron, and Ron had a four iron and a putter. 
George Hoare, who was the pro at Lyme, fitted us out with the 
clubs. They were steel-shafted, we never played with hickory 
shafts even back then,” he recalled. 

“The course was quite different in those days, there were very 
few trees and it was virtually wide open. There were some sand 
bunkers, not as many as now, and quite a lot of grass bunkers. 
If you went in one of them it was more difficult to get out of them 
than the sand because they were seldom mown.” 

Lindley’s golf was interrupted in 1939 with the start of the Sec¬ 
ond World War and he and his brother both joined the Local De¬ 
fence Volunteers, the forerunner of the Home Guard, and found 
themselves playing a quite different ‘game’ on the course over¬ 
looking Lyme Bay, where Hitler’s invasion forces were expected 
to land. 

“The clubhouse was the headquarters of the Lyme unit of the 
LDV. In those days we would play a round, come back to the 
clubhouse, put your clubs away in your locker and take out a 
rifle to go on patrol around the fairways, waiting for the Ger¬ 
mans to come out of the skies . 

“You would patrol in pairs, we probably only had two pairs at 
a time. We had four rifles to the unit and four clips of ammo 
with five bullets to a clip. But we weren’t allowed to load the ri¬ 
fles in case we accidentally shot each other. It was very Dad’s 
Army. 

“We also lost half of the course when the war came as nine 
holes were ploughed up to grow food, mainly cereal crops but 
nothing prospered as it was too cold and so eventually they 
turned the holes over for grazing cattle.” 

In 1940 Lindley joined the RAF, serving as an electrical engi¬ 
neer, and in 1942 he was posted to India to fight the Japanese, 
but he still found a little time for golf. 

He said: “I played about three or four times in India. I remem¬ 
ber playing at the Royal Calcutta course, which had some un¬ 
usual rules because each player had to have a caddy, but the 
caddy would not look for lost balls so you also had to have a ball 
boy who did that. But there were a lot of reservoirs on the 



course and if your ball 
went in one of the water 
hazards the ball boy 
wouldn’t go in to get it, 
so you also had to em¬ 
ploy a diver.” 

After the war, Lindley 
returned to Lyme Regis 
and took up the game 
regularly again. 

“I was doing quite well 
and I got my handicap 
down to eight in the 
1950s - and then I got 
married and we had two 
children quite quickly 
and so my golf got re¬ 
stricted a bit,’ said Lind¬ 
ley, who now plays 
mainly with his wife 
Daphne, whom he mar¬ 
ried in 1959. 

“My best ever score on 
the Lyme course was 73. 

I mainly played off 12 
handicap and that crept 
up as the years went on. 

“Five years ago I stopped playing in competitions because I 
was getting slow and there is nothing more annoying than a 
slow player. But I am also the unofficial nonagenarian club 
champion. Seven years ago member Harry Scotting and I both 
reached 90 in the same year, and we were egged on by others to 
play a match of nine holes, which we did and I managed to win 
on the eighth. 

“However, Daphne and I still play every week if the weather 
is reasonable. It still gives me great pleasure to play nine holes. 
It’s very satisfying that I can still play and Lyme is a beautiful 
course to play, the scenery is stunning and I’d say that com¬ 
pared to some other courses in Dorset and Devon it’s superior 
in its condition and its playing difficulty. 

“Visitors are always pleased to play the Lyme course, it’s not 
easy but it’s not so difficult that people are put off playing here.” 

At the age of 97, Lindley - who served as club captain in 1985 
- says it is his ambition to still be playing for at least a couple 
more years yet. But although he has twice shot a hole-in-one at 
Lyme, he has given up hope of making his hat trick at any hole 
on the 6,283-yard, par-71 course. 

“I won’t get another hole-in-one be¬ 
cause I can’t reach the green these 
days, I’ve lost my strength and if I hit 
a ball 120 yards I’m happy. It’s just 
age. But I’d like to remain playing 
for as long as I can. 

“I’m the oldest member of the club 
who is still playing and I’d like to be 
playing next year, when the club 
marks its 125th anniversary, al¬ 
though my primary ambition is to be 
still playing with Daphne in 2019, as 
that will be our diamond wedding 
anniversary.” 

Congratulating Lindley on his 
record achievement, John Owen, 
president of the Lyme Regis Golf 
Club, said: “As well as being the old¬ 
est member of the club, Lin Baker is 
also the nicest member, a true gen¬ 
tleman. It has been our privilege for 
us to have known him for 80 years.” 



■ DESPITE heavy rain, crowds lined the River Lim on Bank Holi¬ 
day Monday to cheer on their entries in the duck race.

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Emergency call outs 
for lifeboat crew 

EMERGENCY calls turned out to be false 
alarms with good intent when the crew of 
Lyme Regis lifeboat launched on the evening 
of Sunday, May 14th. 

A 20 foot yacht with two people aboard 
was reported to be drifting towards rocks 
near the mouth of the River Axe, but on ar¬ 
rival it became clear it was not in difficulty. 

The lifeboat was launched at 6.57pm and 
returned to harbour at 7.35pm. 

Two people aboard a small dory class boat 
were rescued on Thursday, May 18th by the 
lifeboat crew after their vessel suffered en¬ 
gine failure. 

They were two miles south of West Bexing- 
ton when the problem arose and the lifeboat 
crew towed the dory to the safety of West 
Bay harbour. 

The crew was launched again on Thursday, 
May 25th to assist a broken down dive boat 
with 13 people aboard two miles south of 
West Bay. 

The lifeboat towed the ten metre vessel, 
which had developed engine problems, to 
the safety of West Bay harbour.

View from the 

churches 


OUR Church of England ‘in house’ newspaper is 
called ‘The Church Times’. Over recent weeks they 
have published many articles about the forthcom¬ 
ing General Election - Thursday, June 8th. 

These articles summarise the wide range of ad¬ 
vice that different Christian organisations have of¬ 
fered. None of the articles support a specific party 
or candidate - quite rightly in my opinion. Casting 
one’s vote is of course a highly personal matter, 
and ultimately depends upon one’s conscience. It 
is a basic right that many have fought for and, in 
my view, we have a responsibility to vote if we pos¬ 
sibly can. 

Essentially, these articles suggest various key 
values or principles as being important for Chris¬ 
tians to bear in mind when assessing the policies 
and personalities of the party candidates. Our 
Archbishops suggest the following: cohesion, 
courage and stability. What does the principle of 
‘cohesion’ mean? The Archbishops suggest: “A 
sense of not only living for ourselves, but by a 
deeper concern for the weak, poor and 
marginalised, and for the common good.” 

They explain this involves: the highest possible 
quality of education for all, urgent solutions to our 
housing shortages, the importance of creating car¬ 
ing communities as well as good infrastructure, a 
flourishing health service that gives support for 
all, not least at the beginning and end of life. The 
Archbishops also desire that the new parliament 
treat as an essential task the improvement of reli¬ 
gious literacy. In other words that our politicians 
explore creative ways to help us all understand 
and appreciate the positive beliefs, values and 
spirituality of all faiths (including those that don’t 
hold to a belief in God). 

Each political party will work out these ideals in 
different ways in their manifestos. I suggest a wise 
approach is to prayerfully discern which party we 
think will best deliver on our ideals.

PERCY EDWARD 
CLARKE SANDERS 

Private, 7th Battalion, Queen’s 
Royal West Surrey Regiment 
Service No. G/21763 
Born in 1892 in Lyme Regis and 
died on May 30th 1917 in Hamburg, 
Germany 

Percy Sanders enlisted in his hometown of 
Lyme Regis, originally in the Dorsetshire 
Regiment, but was transferred to the 7th 
Battalion, Queen’s Royal West Surrey Regi¬ 
ment which arrived in France in July 1915 
and fought at the battles of the Somme and 
Ancre in 1916. 

He was taken prisoner on November 18th 
1916 and died of consumption as a Prisoner 
of War at Soltau Camp (Lager Soltau), which 
was the largest German POW camp of the 
First World War. 

The eldest son of Clifford and Louise 
Sanders of Malabar, Church Street, Lyme 
Regis, he is buried in Hamburg Cemetery, 
Germany, plot IV.H.9. 

He is commemorated on the Lyme Regis 
war memorials in the parish church and in 
the town. 

His younger brother had died of wounds 
received at the Battle of the Somme the pre¬ 
vious year.

DON'T LET YOUR MONEY 
SENSE TAKE A HOLIDAY

HOW can you boost spending power and 
avoid losing cash when venturing abroad 
this summer? 

This summer could be tough on holiday¬ 
makers' wallets, with rising living costs and 
recent falls in sterling against other curren¬ 
cies putting a squeeze on the spending 
power of those heading off abroad. 

So how can you supercharge your spend¬ 
ing money? Here are some suggestions: 

• Plan a spending budget: Holidaymakers 
who overspent on their last trip abroad typ¬ 
ically blew the budget by more than £100 
each, according to a survey by Post Office 
Travel Money. Researching costs at your 
destination and planning ahead - perhaps 
by setting a budget for each day you're 
away - could help to stop you overspend¬ 
ing. 

• Choose your plastic wisely: While pay¬ 
ing by plastic can be convenient, the costs 
can soon mount up when paying abroad. 
So check in advance how much your card 
will charge. 

Research by Moneyfacts.co.uk has found 
a typical debit card can charge as much as 
£9.50 for a £200 cash withdrawal abroad, 
while a typical credit card can charge 
nearly £12 for the same transaction. How¬ 
ever, some cards are specifically designed 
for use abroad. 

Rachel Springall, a finance expert at Mon- 
eyfacts.co.uk, says: "Holidaymakers would 
be wise to avoid pricey withdrawal fees and 
instead consider a much more cost-effec¬ 
tive card, particularly if they are frequent 
travellers." 

• Be careful when and where you change 
your cash: Make the most of online tracker 
services that will keep an eye on rates and 
alert you when they improve. 

Waiting to exchange your pounds for hol¬ 
iday cash at the airport can also be expen¬ 
sive. 

• Where will your money go further: If 

you've not booked your destination yet, it 
might be worth considering places where 
the pound could go further. 


Andrew Brown of Post Office Travel 
Money says despite the weakened pound, 
sterling has made gains since a low point 
last October. 

He suggests Turkey, Mexico, Malaysia, 
China and Jamaica could be good bets. 
Bulgaria could also be a good destination 
for wallet watchers. 

• Avoid spending pitfalls: This could hap¬ 
pen when you're paying for goods in shops 
or restaurants while overseas. If you're of¬ 
fered the option of paying in pounds, be 
wary about the exchange rate that will be 
used. 

• Ensure you're insured: Travel insurance 
covers the potentially high cost of medical 
treatment and repatriation if you're injured 
or fall ill abroad. 

While policies vary, in general, travel in¬ 
surance includes emergency medical treat¬ 
ment costs such as hospital charges, 
returning home if you cannot use your orig¬ 
inal ticket and temporary emergency den¬ 
tal treatment to relieve immediate pain. 
Make sure your policy suits your needs, 
such as covering certain sporting activities 
while you're away. 

• Sort your insurance early: If you've just 
forked out hundreds or even thousands on 
a dream trip, make sure you will be covered 
if you're forced to cancel. 

More than half of holidaymakers are giv¬ 
ing up valuable cancellation cover by ar¬ 
ranging their travel insurance at the last 
minute, research suggests. 

More than half (58%) of UK holidaymakers 
who bought their single-trip travel insur¬ 
ance through Gocompare.com last year ar¬ 
ranged their cover within a week of their 
holiday start date - including many who ar¬ 
ranged their cover on the day of departure. 

Gocompare.com Travel Insurance says 
leaving it late to get cover means holiday¬ 
makers are either making a huge assump¬ 
tion that only something that happens 
within a week of their holiday will cause 
them to cancel it, or they have just not con¬ 
sidered the risks at all.

tralia, and last man Harry Fel- 
gate (8*) along with 30 extras 
pushing the total up to 143. 

Alphington eased to 87-1 with 
opener Luke Phillips making 59 
before Steve Batey (9-0-18-4) 
ripped through the middle 
order to leave the resulting the 


balance as the score reached 
118-6 but the Alphas squeezed 
home losing just one more 
wicket in the 32nd over.
